SIXGAPORE, Jan. 19 — (.Ti — 
The battle of Singapore entered 
a more critical pha^e today 
as 
the British ack nowdcdged a fur­ 
the r w ithdraw al along the west 
coast of Johore state and re port­ 
ed that the .Japanese were ha m ­ 
m ering heav ily at their lisios near 
Segam at, on the Central Alr’ayan 
railroad 
9 5 miles 
from 
J here 
strait. 


The w ithdraw al of the B, itish 
left flank , in the M uar ri'/er area, 
W’as carried out, a C'm; ..inique 
said, to m eet the threat of J a pa ­

along the coast. 
The 
announcem ent

disclose the extent of the British 
retreat, 
but

Japanese forces on the coast must 
be well within 9 0 miles of Singa­ 
pore itself. 
While the com munique did not 
speak of any w ithdraw al in the 
central sector along the raihv ay 
to Singapore, it W’as the first time 
tha t Segamat had been mentioned 
in official dispatches. 
Segam at is about 15 miles south­ 
east of Gemas, w^hich 
fell into 
Japa ne se hands last w'eek .
